It has now been definitely atvan- 
doned in some provinces and else- 
where continues, except perhaps 
in the Bombay Presidency, in a 
desultory manner only. Results 
on the Government revenues have 
been negligible. d 
The real affect achieved has 
been to arouse a spirit of lawless- 
ness and defiance of authority and 
to give impetus to the forces of 
. disorder which its organisers are 
unable to restrain. It was accom- 
anied by efforts to strengthen the 
boyeott of liquor shops and of 

‘foreign goods, especially of cloth. 


Gandhi Arrest Effects, 


* Te must be understood that all 
these activities are incidental to a 
general movement to stir up unrest 
and hostility to the Government. 
| We have previously referred tv the 
' gage’ which excitement can be 


aroused in the towns. The activi. 
ties of Congress have succee‘led 
in producing in many large towns 


an atmosphere which casily leads 


to outbreaks of violenee on such 
occasions ag the arrest of impor- 
tant leaders. 

Prompt measures have in all 
cases been taken to prevent any 
local disorders, They have been 
brought rapidly to order and the 
local effects have usually heen 
transient. 

The arrest of Gandhi, partiy in 
consequence of the careful precau- 
tions taken by the local authori- 
ties, has produced less disorder 
than might have been anticipated 
and probably less than would nave 
taken place some week earlier. 

Sporadic riots followed — his 
arrest, but they were scrious only 
at Calcutta, Delhi and Sholapur. 
In Calcutta they were of short 
duration and the authorities had 
little difficulty in exercising effec. 
tive control. 


Non-Violence a Myth, 


In Delhi they were more serious, 
but control of the sitpation was 
never lost and conditions are fast 
returning to normal, 

At Sholapur, it is reported, 
three policemen were murdered 
under circumstances of extreme 
brutality. The situation, however, 
was reported to have been brought 
under control the same day. A 
company of troops was moved in 
rapidly from Ahmednagar, and on 
the 9th the town was quiet. On 
the 19th, however, there were fur- 
ther mob demonstrations and ad- 
ditional troops are being deapatch- 
ed 


A feature of the demonstrations 
following the arrest of ‘Gandhi 
was the hostility shown towards 
the Police and Government of- 
ficials, The hollowness of claim- 
ing that the movement is non- 
violent is becoming increasingly 
apparent. 

The military authorities have 
given most valuable assistance 
throughout and the spirit shown 
by the troops and Police has-been 
excellent.

“My own Instrument of Instruc- 
tions ‘from the King Emperor 
expressly states it is His Majesty's 
will and pleasure that the plan 
laid by Parliament in 1919 (Gov- 
ernment of Indian Act) should be 
the means whereby British India 
may attain its due place among 
his Dominions. 

“The Ministers of the Crown, 
moreover, have more than once 
‘publicly declared that it is the de- 
sire of the British Government 
that India should, in the fullness 
take her place in the 
Empire in equal partnership with 
the Dominions. 


Implicit Interpretation. 


“But, in view of the doubts 
which have been expressed both 
in Great Britain and India regard- 
ing the interpretation to be placed 
on the intentions of the British 
Government: in enacting the 
Statate of 1919, I am authorised 
on behalf of His Majesty's Govern- 
ment to state clearly that, in their 
judgment, it is implicit in the de- 
claration of 1917, that the natura] 
issue of India’s constitutional pros 
gress as there contemplated is the 
attainment of Dominion Status. 

“In the full realisation of this

To may.say:-at once that 
Kowloon ‘has-given me one of the 
greatest surprises that I have over 
had in’ my Hfe. ».;

INTERESTING TALK 
ON SALT. 


HISTORY OF THE COMPOUND 
GIVEN OVER RADIO. 


The history of salt was dealt with 
in a very interesting talk by Mr. 
R. Ashton Hill, which was broad- 
east from the local radio studio last 
p night, ty 


The apeaker said that salt could 
not be considered a food in the 
ordinary sense of the word, yet it 
wag a most essential article of diet 
for man and for all animals, It 
was said that a certain ancient and 
refined form of torture.consisted of 
feeding the victim on a perfectly 
adequate and abundant supply of 
food which contained no salt, 


After mentioning that salt was 


‘present in plants and-vegetablea 


which were consumed, Mr, Ashton 
Hill said that the first ource of 
salt obtained by other methods was 
probably from sea water, and it had: 
been suggested that the word salt 
was derived from “sol,” tho sun, 
because it wag produced by the ac- 
tion of the sun on the salt water 
In those early days, the great im- 
portance of salt began to be ap- 
preciated, and that was very evident 
from the nature of certain ancient 
customs involving the use of salt, 
and also the continual idiomatic use 
of the word which occurred in 
almost all languages, 


In mentioning referenceg to salt 
In the Scriptures, the speaker said 
that it was interesting to note that 
thes Jews used a very impure form 
of -rock salt containing clay, vhe 
salt was extracted from water and 
the clay remained behind ag mud 
which was used as a fertiliser. 


Origin of “Salary.” 


Mr. Ashton Hill quoted .the 
Roman historian Pliny, who said 
that the higher enjoyments of life 
could not exist without the use of 
salt. So netessary was. the sub- 
stunce to mankind that even the 
pleasures of the mind could be ex. 
pressed by no better term than. the 
word salt ~a name given to all ef- 
fusion of wit. All the amenities 
of litecsupreme hilarity and re- 
luxation from toil—could not be 
characterised better than the salt of 
life. Even in the very honours 
bestowed upon successful warfare, 
salt played its part and from it 
the word salarium was derived. 


Salarium or salarium argentun 
(salt money) was the term used by 
the Romans for the pay of Gen- 
erals, etc. From that we got the 
English word salary. That brought 
to mind many idiomatic terms. 
The expressions “above the salt” 
and “below the salt” brought: to 
mind the old social custom of 
placing a-large and usually elabor- 
ate.galt cellar in the centre of the 
dinner table to. divide the ‘people 
into two social classes- -those who 
were the equals of the master and 
thos: who were his infertors, 


Tne apeaker mentioned that there 
were rich salt deposits at Wielicyha 
(Poland), Cardela (Spain) and the 
hills of India. In China the salt 
bed was a triangular tract of land 
bounded by the Nin River and a 
portion of the Yangtze; ‘while in 

®neland there were srall deposits 
of rock salt. 


Besides being used for flavour- 
ing food, salt was employed in 
many industries qnd was also used 
for the preservation of foods, 
while itx.use was essential in the 
making of butter and cheese. 


Before concluding hig talk, Mr. 
Ashton Hill went into the chemical

" RURTHER VIEWS BY 
CHINESE, . 


A meeting of the ‘Currency Com- 
mittee was held on the 8th of May 
when evidence was heard from 
Mr. Fung Kong-un, J.P., an im- 
porter and exporter of foods to 
and from China; Mr. Cheung Man- 
‘hing, Manager of the “Sou Kat” 
Bank, Hongkong; Mr. Chung Tat- 
ching representing the ‘Chinzse 
Gold and Silver Exchange Asso- 
elation and Mr. Tang Shiu-kin, 
LP., Manager of the “Tin Fuk” 
Bank, Hongkong. 


Mr, Fung thought that trada

of the Chinese purchaser by civil 
wars in the interior, and not mere- 
ly to the glut of silver dollars in 
Hongkong, though small traders 
did suffer because of the discount: 
on these and it might asslat” if 
Government stopped their further 
importation. A Government not. 
issue would not remove this dis- 
count and would be a costly un- 
dertaking to Government without 
any benefit to trade. The leading 
banks might remedy.this situation 
in some way, if their efforts were 
not nullified by the operations of 
speculators who imported ailver. 
He thought a gold standard would 
not benefit Hongkong, so long as 
China used silver. standard. 
Restricted import of silver dollars 
by removing the discount and in- 
creasing their value might hel to 
bring silver nearer parity with the 
bank note. 


Must Wait for ‘China. 


Mr. Cheung thought that Hong- 
kong, because of its geographical 
position and its function ag a die- 
tributing centre, must adhere to 
the silver standard until China 
abandons it. The note tended to 
displace the Silver dollar as Cur~ 
rency because of its greater port- 
ability. Silver being cumbrous 
wag disliked and discounted“ ne- 
cordingly, thus hindering trade. 
The remedy he suggested was res- 
triction of the minting. and im- 
port of silver dollars or receipt 
by the note-issuing banks of un- 
limited quantities of silver against 
the issue of notes. He thought 
that Hongkong currency should be 
brought to parity with silver and 
. that the fluctuations in the valua 
of silyer hindered this. 


More Notes Wanted. 


The-Chinese Gold and Silver. 


Exchange Association . thought 
that the bank note currency in 
use in Hongkong based on silver 
had been in the past advantageous 
to the Colony. » At present the un- 
satisfactory featitre wag the use 
of silver dollars, the handling and 
shroffing of which being costly 
put them at & discount compared 
with notes. This hit small deal- 
ers who could not avoid receiving 
them and found difficulty in get- 
ting their creditors to take them 
inturn. The remedy the Assocla- 
tion thought waa that the note- 
issuing banks should fssuec. more 
notes and absorb all silver offered. 
This together with restriction on 
the minting of silver would re- 
move the premium on the bank 
note,. The drop in the price of 
silver by discouraging imports dis- 
couraged also indirectly exports 
as the one paid for the other, and 
so trade was brought ‘to a stanc- 
still. Government should there- 
fore endeavour to prevent the drop 
in silver. But otherwise it was not 
necessary to stabilise the value of 
the silver dollar, as this would
